Licensing Conditions for import of gymnastic und sports 
equipment and services necessary for the transportation of 
the equipment to ports in India, from Japan under Japanese 
Grant Aid for 1981-82 of Yen fifty million (Yen 50,000,000). 

Section 1 — General Conditions : 

l(i) The Japanese Giant Aid for 1981-82 of Yen 50 million 
(C&F) is intended to be used for financing payments to 
Japanese suppliers for import of gymnastic and sports equip- 
ment and services necessary for tho transportation thereof to 
ports in India, by the Society for the National Institutes of 
Physical Education and Sports of India. 

Itii) The import licences should be issued for an aggregate 
amount not exceeding Yen 51 million (OF) in favour of 
the importei, and should bear the superscription Yen 50 
million Japanese Grant Aid for 1981-82. The licence code 
for the first and second suffix will be “SjJN", 

l(iii) No lemiltance of foreign exchange will be permitted 
against the import licence, except bank charges to the Bank 
of India, Tokyo which may be remitted through normal 
banking channels, paymoni towards Indian .Agents Commis- 
sion, it any, should be made in Indian rupees to the agents 
in India. Such payments, however, will form part of the 
licence value and will, therefore, be cliarged to the licence. 

J(iv) The equipment should be procured only from Japan 
under this Grant Aid. 

l(v) The impoit licences will be issued on C1F basis wilh 
an initial validity upto 31-3-1982. In case the licence needs 
further extension, the Licencec should submit to the OCI&E 
a proposal seeking an extension in the validity period of the 
import Licence alongwkh full justification and explanation 
as to why the shipment and payments could not he completed 
within the initial validity period. Such requests should in- 
variably be referred by the CCI&E to the Under Secretary 
(TA).

Jtvii) Thq contract value tC&F basis only) should be ex- 
pressed in Yen (fraction of Yen should be omitted) and 
should exclude Indian Agent’s commission, if uny. In no 
circumstances the contract value should be expressed in anv 
other currency. The FOB cost and freight amount should 
be shown separately but it should be clarified in the con- 
tract itself whether" the freight will be payable on actual 
basis or whether the freight charges indicated therein would 
be the amount payable irrespective of the actual charges. 

I(viii) The purchase contract should be entered into only 
with the Japanese nationals or Japanese juridical persons con- 
trolled by Japanese nationals. A certifica'e (in duplicate) 
showing the eligibility of the supplier should be added to each 
contract. 
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Section II — The following provision should be speci- 
fically incorporated in the supply contract : — 

ll(.ij The contract is arranged in accordance with the Agree- 
ment dated the 17lh July, 1981 between the Government of 
■India and Japan concerning the Grant Aid of Yen 50 million 
for 1981-82 und will be subject to the approval of both the 
Governments. 

ll(ii) Payments to the suppliers shall be made through an 
‘Authorization to Pay’ (A]P) which will be issued by the 
Controller of Aid Accounts and Audit, Ministry of Finance, 
Depaitmem of Economic Affairs, UCO Bant Building, Parlia- 
ment Street, New Delhi-1 10001 in favour of the Bant of 
India, I otyo under the Japanese Grant Aid for 1981-82.

IIKiii) On receipt of the contract approval from the Gov- 
ernment of Japan, the Japan Section of the Department of 
Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, North Block will 
inform the Controller of Aid Accounts & Audit, Department 
of Economic Affaits, Ministry of Finance, UCO Bank Build- 
ing, Parliament Street, 'New Delhi-110001 of the same who 
will issue an ‘Authorisation to Pay’ (A|P) to the Bank of 
India, Tokyo in the form at Anncxure II for making pay- 
ment to the Japanese supplier.
